Scholarships Serve Students College Education FaU Term

Every year worthy students are denied the privilege of a 
college education because they cannot afford it. This year, as 
in the past, thousands of dollars in scholarships are given to the 
most deserving students. The aim of most scholarship funds is 
to provide the whole or part of the expense of a college educa¬ 
tion. The Regents State Scholarships are now of four kinds: 

The Regents College Scholarships — Winners of these 
scholarships are entitled to $1,400 or $350 a year for the four 
years of college. 

The Cornell Scholarships —This scholarship provides a 
reduction of $200 for four years from the regular tuition 
established by Cornell University. 

Regents Scholarships for Professional Education in 
Nursing —This latest in the state scholarship series is available 
to pupils graduating in June of the year the scholarship exam 
is taken, and who have completed the requirements for admis¬ 
sion to a professional school of nursing in New York State 
approved by the Board of Regents for school purposes. 

Regents Scholarships for Children of Deceased or 
Disabled Veterans —In 1958, one hundred such scholarships 
are available, which will entitle the holder to a sum not exceed¬ 
ing $450 a year while in attendance in any approved college, 
Junior college or university of his choice. 

Nearly 1,700 scholarships are now awarded on a county 
basis and close to half of these are allotted to New York City. 

This year, as every year, students of St. Joseph's are apply¬ 
ing for state and nursing scholarships. Thirty-four girls from 
the 3B and 4A will take the examination on October 16 and 17. 

In preparation for the test, these girls have special classes 
every morning from 8 to 8:40. One day a week is given to 
English, mathematics, science, and history. Art and music are 
studied on alternate Fridays.

“You really have to love people to be a doctor”, 
revealed Doctor More, stethescope in hand. 

A member of the Marist Missionary community, 
Sister has been interning at Bellevue since July, and 
hopes, at the termination of her internship, to be 
assigned to the South Pacific missions. She chose 
Bellevue because she knew that she would have “to 
improvise”, and feels it is good training for her future 
missionary activity. 

Doctor More was born in Brooklyn and attended 
Fordham University for her MD before entering the 
convent. Later she renewed her studies in medicine. 

Bellevue is home during Sister’s internship. She 
and five other doctors like herself work in shifts in a 
ward of twenty-five patients. Occasionally there are 
operations to perform, but more common is the setting 
of broken limbs. 

Sister thoroughly enjoys her work. Her dedication 
is complete, single and enduring even “When you are 
just worn to a frazzle.” 

To high school students Sister says: “Set your goals 
and then go after them. The most important thing is 
to be convinced of what you want.” 

At night, Bellevue Hospital sinks into silence and 
the pain of its inmates seems to subside. A weary day 
for the doctor, especially Sister Mary Thomas More, 
must inevitably end in the Chapel Hall where is Eternal 
Strength and Hope. 


Disunity Threatens 
Peace 

Up until the present, relationship between Premier 
Khrushchev of Russia and President Eisenhower of the 
United States constituted a Cold War.

If you are keeping up with times, 
you will notice' current issues of 
leading magazines are anxious to 
give a complete and true picture of 
college life. 

One thing is certain: something 
is bound to surprise you in your 
first year of college. The most con¬ 
fident among high school graduates 
will be shaken at least a little. 

Some college surprises are happy 
ones, some are funny, some are sad 
and even disastrous. Every fresh¬ 
man likes to know what is ahead. 
Your college catalogue will describe 
the curriculum, the faculty, the 
campus and the costs, but some 
things it doesn’t tell you. For this 
information, ask any freshman. 

College may be your first experi¬ 
ence in sharing a room, especially 
with a stranger. You will be amazed 
and not amused that someone can 
be so untidy. You may discover that 
she has weird ways—like going to 
bed at 9, insisting on closed win¬ 
dows, and sleeping in her coat! No 
matter how strange or obnoxious 
her ways seem to you, remember 
that she might have similar opinions 
about yours. 

College is a chance to start fresh, 
to shed old opinions of yourself. If, 
for instance, you were always re¬ 
garded as a “grind”, college will be 
your opportunity to develop into the 
person you know you could be. 

When you go from a Catholic high 
school into a public college, you will 
almost certainly meet people who 
reject beliefs you have always held 
sacred. In some classes you will be 
startled by the ideas of people com¬ 
pletely strange to you, but you come 
to appreciate it as part of the learn¬ 
ing and growing opportunity college 
offers. 

You may be surprised to find out 
that upperclassmen wear old, baggy 


clothes. Only freshmen wear neat 
sweater sets. 

You may think that everyone will 
have expensive clothes, but you will 
find that most of the student body 


are managing on practically nothing 
and part-time work to help. There 
will be girls with less expensive 
clothes and less to spend than you, 
as well as girls with more. 

In high school you are taught 
everything, in college you have to 
learn everything. At college you 
will find yourself thinking more and 
doing more unrequired reading to 
round out the picture you get from 
required reading.
